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Students protest dismissals

A crowd of approximately 200 BYU students 
protesting the University’s decision to reject 
David Knowlton’s appeal and its agreement with 
Cecilia Konchar Farr to resign gathered on the 
checkerboard quad next to the library 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Farr, an assistant 
professor, 
spoke at the protest and 
said she was happy to 
finally break her vow of 
silence. 

“All of us must be free 
to question, to grow, to 
establish and to exercise . 
our moral integrity, oth- 
erwise we are not stu- 
dents and we are not 
scholars, in fact, we 
aren’t even Mormons,” 
Farr said. 

Farr spoke briefly 
about her agreement 
with the University. “It 
doesn’t take away my 
freedom of speech, it 
only takes away my 
right to speak about a few things that make a lot 
of people feel really bad.” 

Responding to accusations of being a hypocrite 
for advocating free expression of ideas and then 


-making an agreement with the University to 


leave, Farr said, “Right now it has become too 
difficult for a Mormon to be a feminist at BYU. 
I have spent all my time trying to convince peo- 
ple that I actually have a temple recommend, 
that I actually believe in God...I can’t spend my 
time doing that and actually accomplish other 
goals. ; 

Margaret Smoot, BYU spokeswoman, com- 
mented on the issue of feminism at BYU. 

“Cecilia continuing to repeat this same note, 
using the moniker of feminism, does a disservice 
to those people who know how truly complex 
this case has been.” 

Smoot said feminism was a topic of conversa-

tion on campus and pointed to a recent well- 
attended seminar sponsored by the school of 
social work on the topic. 

“I’m sure we will continue to discuss the spec- 
trum of views and we won’t all agree, but femi- 
nism is not the whole reason why Cecilia now 
finds herself where she is,” Smoot said. 

As a group of protesters including Farr walked 
toward the Administration Building to sing 
hymns, their path happened to cross President 
Rex E. Lee’s as he was walking across campus. 


Es Pr and Lee greeted 


each other with smiles, 
shook hands and parted 
in opposite directions. 

When President Lee 
was asked to comment 
on issues surrounding 
academic freedom, he 
said, “Academic free- 
dom is alive and well at 
BYU and always has 
been.” ; 

Lee said there was 
“an expectation that 
people will not use the 
resources provided by 
the Church to harm the 
Church.” 

As for Farr’s future, 
she said she definitely 
plans to get a job out of the state. 

Farr voiced her support for the protesters. “I 
love that you all are so hopeful about BYU, that 
you stand out here in the cold, and demand that 
it (BYU) live up to your expectations,” she said. 

Robert Bennett, a graduate student in English 
who helped organize the protest, said students 
were protesting for two reasons. 

“First, we want to express our regret and disap- 
pointment about this particular decision, to let 
Dave and Cecilia know what they have meant to 
us. 

“We also want to make it clear to the 
University that we are at BYU because we 
believe in both open inquiry and the perspective 
a religious community can offer,” he said in a 
statement read at the protest.

BRUSSELS, Belgium — Hints of 
compromise: were everywhere 
Wednesday as Secretary of State 
Warren Christopher and U.S. and 
European trade negotiators began a 
drive to beat the Dec. 15 deadline for 
concluding a worldwide trade accord. 

“There will be no December 16th,” 
Christopher said in warning that nego- 
tiations were entering an all-or-noth- 
ing phase.

The main sticking point concerned a 
dispute over French farm subsidies. 

“Efforts are still needed to reach a 
compromise,” French President 
Francois Mitterrand said after meeting

Without agreement by the 15th, 
Christopher said after a meeting with 
Sir Leon Brittan, the chief European 
negotiator on the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade, there could be 
an outbreak of economic warfare, 
with “a rash of unilateral actions.” 

On the other hand, Christopher said, 
an accord would break the grip of 
recession, give an immediate boost to 
business confidence and create jobs to 
lift people’s hopes. 

“Flexibility has to be met with flexi- 
bility,” he said.

Economy stronger as 1994 approaches 


WASHINGTON — The economy started a strong year-end finish by expand- 
ing at a moderate 2.7 percent rate in the third quarter. Low interest rates are 
reviving construction, consumer spending and business investment, but trade 
remains a problem. 

The seasonally adjusted gain in the nation’s gross domestic product, the sum 
of all goods and services produced in the United States, represented a slight 
revision to an earlier estimate of 2.8 percent, the Commerce Department said 
Wednesday. 

The change was attributed to a surge in imports, up at a 6.1 percent annual 
rate instead of the 1.9 percent first reported. 

Analysts were cheered by the economy’s overall performance, particularly 
since it occurred despite billions of dollars in crop damage from floods in the 
Midwest and drought in the Southeast. Without the crop losses, the GDP would 
have risen 3.3 percent. 

The economy’s strongest sectors were housing Construction, which grew at a 
10.9 percent rate, and business investment in equipment such as computers and 
machinery, up at a 10 percent rate. 

Consumer spending advanced briskly as well, at a 4.4 percent rate. 


Study links overexertion, heart attacks 


BOSTON — Overdoing it can do you in. 

Out-of-shape people may face 100 times their usual risk of a heart attack if 
they suddenly rouse themselves to split wood, lug furniture or otherwise work 
up an unaccustomed sweat. : 

A major study suggests certain activities trigger about 4 percent of all heart 
attacks — that’s about’60,000 in the United States annually. 

The danger is by far the greatest for those who never exercise. Regular work- 
outs ease the hazard considerably. But even those who exercise five times a 
week appear to double their risk when they do something strenuous. 

“Heavy exercise can trigger a heart attack. But more importantly, regular 
exercise can lower the probability,” said Dr. Murray A. Mittleman, principal 
author of the study. 


Arafat undermined by PLO officials 


TUNIS, Tunisia — Two senior PLO officials boycotted an emergency meet- 
ing Wednesday on stalled negotiations with Israel, underlining the growing dis- 
content with Yasser Arafat among the movement’s highest ranks. 

The boycott by Mahmoud Abbas and Yasser Abed Rabbo, two of Arafat’s 
closest aidés, helped deny the PLO chief a quorum for the meetings of the 
group s Executive Committee, Palestine Liberation Organization sources said. 

Arafat had scheduled the meetings after coming under fire for his leadership 
style and handling of negotiations with Israel, the sources said, speaking on 
condition of anonymity. 

Much ofthe criticism of Arafat focuses on his visits to nearly a dozen 
European nations in the last month seeking financial assistance as talks with 
{israel were floundering and violence in the occupied territories rose.

Leavitt later said, “Obviously, there are things about minority communities 
that I didn’t know. Some things I did not understand. This has been a tough 
way to learn. but ... this is going to be a better administration as a result of the 
experience.”

Peace talks 


protesters 
kill Israeli 
schoolteacher

EL BIREH, Occupied West Bank 
— In the latest assault on Mideast 
peace plans, Palestinian, gunmen 
killed an Israeli kindergarten teacher 
and wounded three Jewish settlers 
Wednesday as they stood by their dis- 
abled car. 

Two groups of Palestinian radicals 
opposed to the Israel-PLO autonomy 
accord claimed responsibility for the 
drive-by shooting on the West Bank, 
and settlers swore to do everything 
they could to block the turnover of 
authority. 

The drive-by attack took place after 
the bloodiest day in the territories 
since the Sept. 13 agreement was 


_ signed. Unrest in the occupied lands 


has escalated with the approach of a 
Dec. 13 deadline, set down in the 
accord, to start the turnover of control 
to Palestinians. 

Shalva Osana, 24, a teacher at the 
nearby Beit EI settlement, was killed 
Wednesday and Yitzhak. Weinstock, 
19, a Jewish seminary student, was 
critically wounded as they stood out- 
side their rented Fiat Uno. Two other 
passengers were slightly hurt in the 
attack at the entrance to El Bireh, 
seven miles north of Jerusalem. 

The car, which had a problem with 
its exhaust system, was still up on its 
jack after the attack. There was a pool 
of blood behind the car and’ the vic- 
tims’ blood-soaked clothing was piled 
nearby. Bandages were strewn about 
on the ground. 

The Muslim militant group Hamas 
proclaimed on loudspeakers in Gaza 
City that the attack was in retaliation 
for the Nov. 24 killing of Imad Aqal, 
head of the group’s military wing. 

The Democratic Front, a radical 
PLO faction, also claimed responsi- 
bility, saying in Damascus it was 
avenging the killing of Palestinians by 
Jewish settlers. 

Both groups oppose the peace pact, 
which does not guarantee the eventual 
establishment of a Palestinian state. 

Settlers vowed reprisals, and some 
threatened to fire on Palestinian 
police who are to start patrolling the 
Gaza Strip and Jericho on the West 
Bank after Israeli troops withdraw. 

The escalating violence, combined 
with uncertainty about the future, is 
steadily eroding public support for the 
peace agreement on both sides.

The signing actors aren’t there for 
interpretation purposes only, she said. 

“The signactors will portray the 
ultra-egos of the characters,” she 
explained.

“Tt gives the story a lot more depth 
and drama,” she said. 

The performance will be Dec. 10 at 
7 p.m. and Dec. 11 at 2 p.m. at the 
Capitol Theatre in Salt Lake City.

“This is the first time we (the Utah 
Opera) have traveled to Provo to do 
anything,” Frisbie-Goins said.

Society makes better place for deaf community

Beginning with a protest against a 
hearing president who was elected in 
1988 at Gallaudet University (a liber- 
al arts university for the deaf in 
Washington D.C.), the deaf communi- 
ty has continually proven that they are 
deserving of a place in American 
society. 

“Hearing people never credited 
them (the deaf) with being able to 
think before,” said Bryan Eldredge, a 
BYU instructor in American Sign 
Language (ASL). 

From 1988 to today, the deaf com- 
munity has developed to a point 
where deaf people now see them- 
selves as members of a cultural lin- 
guistic minority, rather than people 
with handicaps, he explained. 

“Deaf is a statement of culture affili- 
ation, rather than (one that refers to) a 
lack of hearing ability only,” 
Eldredge said. 

Different rules of behavior for the 
deaf include how to pass through two 
people who are signing, the proper 
way to get someone’s attention and 
how to use touch as a form of com- 
munication, Wilding-Diav explained. 

“ASL is the most effective way to 
communicate, as it utilizes visual 
space and is three-dimensional, which 
is how the eyes function,” Wilding- 
Diav said. 

Wilding-Diav is currently in the 
process of translating the Book of 
Mormon into an ASL video book. 

“ASL is not a written language,” 
Wilding-Diay said. “The only way we 
can translate it into ASL is to do it on 
video. 

“We aren’t doing it (translating the 
Book of Mormon) because the deaf 
can’t read English,” Wilding-Diav 
explained. “We are doing it because it 
is our language and we have the right 
to have the script in our own language 
just like other people do.” 

“More colleges and universities are 
accepting ASL as a language credit 
option,” said Jack Rose, coordinator 
of BYU’s ASL department. 

Rose said more BYU students are 
enrolling in ASE than in the past, 
because of the class’s novelty and the 
language credit it now provides. 

Other than ASL, the deaf often com- 
municate with interpreters, through 
writing or with lip-reading. 

“Lip-reading is the least effective 
way of communication,” Eldredge 
said. “The deaf often call it lip-guess- 
ing. 

Businesses are beginning to be 
required to provide interpreters for 
their deaf employees under the 
Americans with Disabilities Act 
(ADA), which was passed in 1990, 
Wilding-Diav said.

“The relay system has become an 
integral part of my life,” Wilding- 
Diav said. “For example, only.a few 
years ago, I couldn’t order delivery 
pizza without a neighbor.” 

In the past, schools for the deaf 
focused mainly on teaching the deaf 
how to speak orally, Eldredge said. 
Today, deaf education’s primary pur- 
pose is to educate the deaf in all sub- 
jects. 

“The deaf community doesn’t value 
speech,” Eldredge said. “They would 
rather have something to talk about, 
than be able to speak and have noth- 
ing to say.” 

There is a program for deaf educa- 
tion called “Bi-Bi” (Bilingual- 
Bicultural). This program is a form of 
education for the deaf that incorpo- 
rates both English and ASL into the 
education of deaf children, Wilding- 
Diav said. 

“What it (“Bi-Bi’) essentially does 
is use ASL as the language of com- 
munication and instruction, while 
using English to read and write 
papers,” Wilding-Diav explained. 
“While ASL is very effective for us, it

alone doesn’t help us to get jobs or 
become educated,” she said. 
Eldredge explained that there are 
four fallacies commonly believed 
about ASL. These include the ideas 


that ASL is universal, pictorial, con- 


crete and primitive, he said. 

ASL “is not something that some- 
one created,” Eldredge said. “It devel- 
oped naturally from a need to com- 


_municate, just as the spoken word.” 


Although ASL is influenced by, 
English, it is not pictorial or a basic 
code representing sounds, Eldredge 
said. 

“The signs don’t represent sounds, 
but concepts,” he said. People always 
think that signing can only communi- 
cate concrete things, but abstract 
ideas, such as love and hate are easily 

communicated, he said. 

ASL is not a primitive language, 
Eldredge said. It is different from 
English and cannot be translated word 
for word. Because of the growing 
interest in ASL across the United 
States and Canada, these four fallaci- 
es are beginning to slowly be dimin- 
ished, Eldredge said.

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Badger quarterback wouldn't mind matchup with BYU

As the University of Wisconsin prepares to beat 
the Michigan State Spartans in hopes of earning a 
Rose Bowl berth, Badger quarterback Darrell 
Bevell would look forward to playing BYU in the 
Holiday Bowl as well. Bevell is a returned mission- 
ary, of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints and the only Badger player who is married. 

Why didn’t Bevell come to BYU? Well, he want- 
ed to come to BYU. Just like many other LDS 
youth, Bevell dreamed of coming to BYU and play- 
ing football. In fact, Bevell’s father in law, Brent A. 
Barlow, teaches Family Science courses at BYU. 

“He (Bevell) wanted to come to BYU but they 
were not interested in even watching his tapes,” 
Barlow said. “There is no axe to grind, however. He 
is very happy at Wisconsin and supports BYU as 
well.” 

There is more to the story, however. During his 
senior year at Chapparal High School in Scottsdale, 
Ariz., in 1987, Bevell was being recruited by most 
of the PAC-10 and WAC schools, including BYU. 
But, when he broke his finger during the third game 
of the season, the schools lost interest. 

BYU still showed some interest after the injury, 
yet nothing ever materialized between the two par- 
ties, partially because BYU had just signed a quar- 
terback named Ty Detmer a few weeks earlier. He 
attended Northern Arizona University his freshman 
year and redshirted before he left on his mission. 

Bevell’s teammates have a hard time understand- 
ing how he is a freshman when he is 22 years old. 
When he tells them about his mission, they all want 
to know more about it. 

While serving as a zone leader in the Cleveland 
Ohio Mission, Bevell met his future wife, Tammy

When Bevell returned from his 
mission, he considered attending NAU, Utah, 
Arizona State and Wisconsin. When Childress was 
named offensive coordinator at Wisconsin, and 
another former NAU coach joined the Badger staff, 
Bevell was sold on going to Wisconsin. 

Bevell saw his first playing time last season 
against the No. l-ranked Washington Huskies. With 
five minutes left in the game, Bevell was put in. to 
do something that the previous quarterback could 
not, move the ball. Three plays after Bevell was 
inserted, the Huskies sent their first team offense 
back on to the field.

The bowl coalition was created out 
of the same mold as Barnum and 
Bailey. It’s nothing but a three-ring 
circus, this business of deciding 
which teams will play for the national 
championship. : 

It features bowl representatives 
striking absurd, lucrative deals with 
schools in secret meetings in back 
rooms — instead of letting players 
deciding the national championship 
on a football field. 

This season illustrates, once again, 
that we need a playoff system in col- 
lege football. Every other sport imag- 
inable has some sort of legitimate 
postseason tournament to determine a 
champion — except college football. 
Instead, it’s sometimes left up to 
nearsighted, polyester-wearing, 125- 
pound sports writers to vote on.a 
champion. 

(Of course, logic and college foot- 
ball have never been very compatible. 
Does it make sense that a team plays 
eleven or twelve weeks and then, just 
when it hits its peak, takes a month 
off before playing its biggest game of 
the year?) 

Some university administrators 
around the nation argue that a playoff 
would make the season too long. 
They say it would interfere with final 
exams. 

But that viewpoint isn’t brought up 
in connection with-the NCAA basket- 
ball tournament, which takes three 
weeks to play. How come nobody 
gripes about that? 

We need a fair, timely playoff sys- 


tem that gives deserving teams an 
equal chance to win a championship. 
This season, for example, Nebraska, 
Florida State, West Virginia and 
Notre Dame each has its claim to No. 
1. But because of this nonsensical 
bow! coalition, whose goal is to get a 
No. | vs. No. 2:showdown on New 
Year’s Day to attract high TV ratings, 
havoc prevails. d 

Florida State and Notre Dame may 
have the most successful coaches and 
the most talent in the country, but 
West Virginia and Nebraska are 
undefeated. Even Auburn owns an 
unblemished record (but is ineligible 
for a bowl appearance because it’s on 
probation). If the Mountaineers and 
Cornhuskers emerge victorious on 
Jan. 1, then what? Who’s No. 1 if 
those two teams have never played 
but both are unbeaten? 

Last year, it turned out that No. 1 
Miami and No. 2 Alabama played in 
the Sugar Bowl. The Crimson Tide 
embarrassed the Hurricanes and right- 
ly received the national champi- 
onship. But that scenario is a rare 
occurrence. 

Remember !984? BYU went 13-0 
and won the national championship 
amid argumenis from coaches, com- 
mentators and many fans outside 
Provo. Many felt the Cougars weren’t 
worthy of a national title because of 
its schedule, and just because it was 
BYU, and a handful of other biases. 

There are no easy solutions. 

Here’s one plan (it’s not original by 
any means; the College Football

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NHL refs end strike, will return Thursday

MONTREAL — The strike is over and National Hockey League referees and 
linesmen could be back on the ice by Thursday. 

After the two sides met for nine hours, commissioner Gary Bettman and Don 
Meehan, chief negotiator for the officials, Tuesday night announced a tentative 
agreement in principal had been reached. 

“Both sides need to go through the ratification process,” a weary and irritated 
Bettman said. “I need the board of governors’ approval and Don Meehan needs 
the approval of his members. 

“We'll try to accomplish that within the next 24 hours. If all goes well, the 
officials will be back on the ice by Thursday.” 

The league and the NHL Officials Association agreed not to release details of 
the agreement until they have consulted their members. 

Referee Terry Gregson, the association’s president, said results of the vote, to 
be taken by telephone, should be in by this afternoon. 

“I'm pleased,” said Gregson, who promised to reach all of the 58 officials. 

The referees and linesmen, whose collective bargaining agreement expired 
Aug. 31, went on strike Noy. 15. 

Since then, games have been played using replacement referees and linesmen 
drawn from junior, university and minor professional ranks. Their officiating 
has been criticized by some players, including Brett Hull of the St. Louis Blues 
and Theoren Fleury of the Calgary Flames. 

Under the cld agreement, first-year referees earned $50,000 a year while 
rookie linesmen earned $33,000. 


Rockets look to up record to 15-0 vs. Knicks

HOUSTON ~— The Houston Rockets are at 14 and counting. The New York 
Knicks are simply counting on keeping the Rockets out of the NBA record 
book. 

The undefeated Rockets play the Knicks tonight, needing a victory to tie the 
old Washington Capitols, who opened the 1948 season with 15. straight wins 
for the best start in league history. 

“The Garden is going to be rocking tomorrow,” Knicks guard John Starks 
said Wednesday, “and everybody will be up for this game.” 

“We have to play our game and we can do it,” Rockets’ Hakeem Olajuwon 
said. “There is no better place to play and win than Madison Square Garden.” 

The record start was set 45 years ago by a Washington team coached by Red 
Auerbach, who later gained fame by building the Boston Celtics dynasty. The 
Capitols back then played in Providence, R.I.; Rochester, N.Y.; and Fort 
Wayne, Ind.; and were led by Robert Feerick, Horace McKinney, Clarence 
Hermsen and Fred Scolari. The NBA’s westernmost team was the Lakers — in 
Minneapolis. 

Tuesday night, Houston beat the Milwaukee Bucks 102-91 for its 14th con- 
secutive win to match another Auerbach-directed team, the 1957 Boston 
Celtics. Boston’s bid to equal the all-time season-opening NEA mark was halt- 
ed by New York. ; 

The Knicks (9-2) go into the game atop the Atlantic Division. They’ve won 
four of five home games. 

“They have the reputation of playing very physical basketball and the refs let 
them get away with it,” Houston forward Otis Thorpe said. “We are the better 
team.”

Athletes benefit from advisement center

With the NCAA requiring higher 
standards in the classroom for student 
athletes, those who use the Athletic 
Advisement Center in the Smith 
Fieldhouse across from the track find 
it both beneficial and convenient. 

Kimmel started the program in 1985 
when he took the position of head ath- 
letic academic advisor. Before 1985 
the coaches were the academic advi- 
sors for the athletes. 

When it the Athletic Advisement 
Center first came into existence, an 
old football film room was used. In 
199], the center was then moved into 
it’s new offices across from the track. 

Located within the center is a com- 
puter lab with 20 computers and three 
printers, office space, three confer- 
ence rooms and a separate room with 
50 individual carrels. Tutors are also 
available for the athletes for general 
education classes as well as special- 
ized classes in their majors, Kimmel 
said. 

“T use the computers to write my 
papers and it helps me keep on top of 
things in school,” said Cougar run- 
ning back Kalin Hall. Hall said he 
uses the center three or four times a 


week. 

“It is good to have because I can ask 
for help and receive it,” said Cougar 
quarterback Steve Clements. “It is 
easy to access because I can go from 
the locker room to the study room.” 

Gymnast Mark Lay uses the lab 
three to four times a week and writes 
most of his papers on the available 
computers. 

Brandon Fitt said he feels the 
Advisement Center helps him because 
it is never quiet in the dorms, and he 
can go there to study and know it will 
be quiet. 

With the NCAA emphasizing to 
schools to have student athletes and 
not just athletes, the Academic 
Advisement Center is a place where 
they can go to study quietly, Kimmel 
said. “The NCAA is also pressuring 
schools to graduate more of its ath- 
letes and added that there isn’t a 
school in the country that doesn’t 
have one.” 

“Tt’s there if they want to use it and 
having it in the Smith Field House 
makes it easier for them to use,” 
Kimmel said. 

Hall said he feels the center gives 
the athletes a good opportunity to take 
of business after practice without hay- 
ing to gu a Jong distance.

Carjacker 
arrested in 
St. George

ST. GEORGE — A Colorado man 
was in custody Wednesday following 
an accident that killed a Las Vegas 
woman and a carjacking in which a 
Cedar City man and his pregnant wife 
were forced to drive the man to St. 
George. 

Washington County attorney Eric 
Ludlow. said he was preparing a 
felony charge of automobile homicide 
for Steven Pino, 33, a carpet layer 
from Pueblo, Colo., in the death of 
Carol Cropper of Las Vegas. 

“We suspect alcohol and possibly 
drugs were a factor,” Ludlow said. “A 
blood test was taken, but we don’t 
know the results.” 

Pino is scheduled to appear in court 
this afternoon. 

On Tuesday, Pino was traveling 
south on Interstate 15 in a black 
sports car at more than 100 mph when 
he attempted to pass between a semi- 
trailer truck and a pickup truck. 

The sports car struck the pickup 
from behind about 2:50 p.m., launch- 
ing it off the freeway. Cropper, 64, a 
passenger tn the pickup truck, died at 
11:49 p.m. Tuesday in Las Vegas. 

Her husband, Meivin Cropper, also 

4. was treated at Dixie’ Regional 
Medical Center in St. George and 
later was transferred to the Las Vegas 
hospital: He was-in serious condition 
Wednesday. 

Uninjured, the driver of the sports 
car attempted to hijack the vehicle of 
a motorist who stopped to help. The 
attempt failed when motorist Charles 
Terry of Orange, Calif., escaped in his 
truck. 

Pino then stopped a Cedar City cou- 
ple, Douglas L. Robison, 24, and his 
wife, Kelli Ann, 22, and jumped on 
the hood of their vehicle, demanding 
they let him in, the couple told police. 

The couple locked their doors, but 
the man broke a rear passenger win- 
dow with his fist and jumped in the 
rear seat. Douglas Robison left the 
freeway, drove the car in front of a St. 
George police officer and the couple 
jumped out. Pino was arrested and 
treated for an arm cut.

All three hoisted their glasses and 
shouted with sozzled sinverity: “No 
surrender!” 

That backs-to-the-wall cry is both 
the potent myth and a way of life for 
Northern Ireland’s Protestant majori- 
ty, ever on guard against a Catholic 
community they fear is conniving to 
drag the six counties of Northern 
Ireland into the Irish republic. 

As the British and Irish prepare for 
their summit in Dublin on Friday, 
they know that Protestant resistance 


and violence could scuttle any. §| 


progress. 

In a generation, the Protestant 
minority of Londonderry has seen its 
political dominance and economic 
muscle stripped. away by British 
reforms and an assertive Catholic 
community, which insists on calling 
the city “Derry.” 

The so-called “loyalist” paramili- 
taries have killed 43 people this year, 
versus 32 by the IRA. 

“We've seen the IRA slowly getting 
what they want through violence ...

Automatic deduction 
eases loan repayment

Students may be able to pay back 
student loans with less hassle through 
the Sallie Mae Direct Repay Plan. 

Sallie Mae provides financing for 
student loans by buying loans from 
banks and other lenders. The organi- 
zation also provides other education- 
related financing. The name Sallie 
Mae is derived from an acronym for 
the Student Loan Marketing 
Association. 

The Direct Repay Plan is a repay- 
ment benefit that allows student loan 
borrowers to authorize a transfer of 
money from their checking or savings 
account directly to Sallie Mae for 
their monthly loan payments.
